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May 4 Borough Council Meeting to be Held Virtually

(Greencastle, PA) Greencastle Borough Council will convene for the May 4 meeting at 7:00 p.m.
The Council meeting will be conducted virtually, using the Cisco Webex platform, in response to
ongoing COVID-19 restrictions issued by Governor Wolf and follows protocols currently in place
by government agencies throughout the local area.
